The experience described by 
the writer of Hebrews does not 
only show that Jesus and the 
person sanctified are of the same 
nature, but also that all who are 








sanctified are possessed with the 


nature that is contrary to the 
commands of God and the nature 
of Jesus Ohrist. 

The babes in Ohrist may have 
the carnal nature, and if there 
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are some signs of envying, and 
strife, and divisions it is noth- 
ing more than can be expected. 
But sanctification takes out that 
cross nature and replaces it with 
a new nature—the Ohrist-nature. 
Paul then describes such a_ per- 
son by saying, ‘‘Unto the pure 
all things are pure.” This pure 
person is unsuspecting. His mo- 
tives are pure and he feels like 
the motives of others are pure, 
so he is not ready to criticise, or 
see faults in otkers. If anything 
occurs in the life of another that 
seems wrong he willbe ready to 
offer an excuse and shield the 
apparent offender. The most 
deeply spiritual will not notice 
the faults of others readily like 
those who are not so spiritual. 
The person that is high up on 
the mountain side will not notice 
the little stones and thorns be- 
low him. He is high enough so 
his vision covers much more, and 
they are unnoticed. 

When aschool boy I read of a 
student that had climbed high 
up toward the peak of the ‘‘Na- 
tural Bridge’’ in Virginia. 1 re- 
member it was so high that to 
look down would mean certain 
death, because he would become 
dizzy, lose his balance and fall, 
so he always looked toward the 
top. This describes the condi- 
tion of asanctified man. I=f*he 
looks down, of course he will see 
the faults and imperfections of 
others, become dizzy, lose his 
Ohristian balance and fall. But 
he must look up, and of course 
as long as he looks up he will 
hardly be able to see the imper- 
fections and faults of those 
around him. If he sees them at 
all he will be ready to make some 
excuse for them and think tiey 
had a pure motive in view, so he 
will not take time to tell others 
about it. 

Sanctification is a real ex peri- 
ence that worketh a change in the

They will find 
themselves unconsciously doing 
the very things they are com- 
manded to do even before they 
know of the command. One 
said, ‘Well 1 did it this way; 


I did not know whether it was 
right or not, but 1 did it.”” One 


who was older in experience re- 
plied, ‘‘You are exactly right 
about the matter for the Bible 
says’’—here he repeated the 
vers¢ as proof. 


Everybody ought to be sancti- 
fied. ltis much better than to 
be lower down the mountain slope 
stumbling over every little rocky 
fault (?) of those who may really 
be higher in experience than 
the one who sees the faults. 

A saint of years ago said he 
lost the experience seven times, 
before he was fully established 
in it, by failing to testify to it. 
If it can be lost that easy then 
it may be possible that some in 
these days have lost it and are 
still professing the experience. 
If you find in you a tendency to- 
ward envying, and strife, and 
causing divisions in the Ohurch 
because something has not gone 
just as you wished, it might be 
well to take Paul’s advice and 
“Examine yourselves, whether 
ye be in the faith.’ (2 Oor 18: 
5.) You may haye lost the nature 
of Jesus that you once possesred. 
If you should find yourself in 
this deplorable condition the on- 
ly thing I know for you to do is 
to get back in line and never 
stop till you reach that same 
humble experience that always 
accompanies the experience of 
sanctification. ‘For both he
